The index 
figure based on wholesale prices has jumped from 136.8 in October 
to 138.4 in November or nearly two points, During November last 
year, the index number stood at 136.6,

were due to advances in the prices of grains and fodders, cattle, 
beef, sheep, dairy products, eggs, fresh vegetables and articles of 
cons ption generaily. 

There were declines in the price of flour, glucose, honey, pep- 
per, cream of tartar, raw cotton and silk, iron pipes, linseed oil, 
resin and rubber.

VANCOUVER, Dec, 10—Justice 
MacDonald decided in Supreme Court 
today that Hernan Singh, the Mindu, 
had not properly been ordered de- 
ported because only six members of 
the immigration board of inquiry had 
dealt with his case when the act re- 
quired that the full board of seven 
should sit, 

Just as his lordship announced this 
decision, Malcolm R. J. Reid, chief 
immigration official, arose and intim- 
ated that he expected to re-arrest 
Hernan immediately, in order that the 
full board could handle his case, 

The court asked Mr. Reid to see to 
it, if he had any intention of this 
kind, that Hernan be arrested beyond 
the protection of the court. Mr, Reid 
agreed to this proposal at once, 

Stayed in Corridors, 

Hernan Singh departed, technically 
a free man, but got no further than 
the corridor down stairs, where nearly 
two hundred of his countrymen had 
gathered, After a consultation Hernan 
decided to sit down for a while, An 
immigration official waited nearby 
ready to arrest him, 

At 4 o'clock a leading Hindu in- 
formed a newspaper man that no ep- 
position would be shown to expelling 
the Hindu from the byllding at 4 
o'clock, but that the intention was 
that he should stay on the stéps in- 
definitely, At the hour mentioned sev- 
eral of the Hindus went for a mat- 
tress on which it is proposed that 
Hernan might spend the night,.. The 
Hindus figured that no atetmpt at re- 
arrest would be made until the Hindu 
was actually out of the court house 
grounds. On the other hand Janitor 
James McCann seemed to think that 
he did not want any campers on his 
front steps and talked of sending for 
the city police to remove Mr. Hindu 


if he persisted in making his bed 
there.

board of seven members had deliber- 
ated on his case and again ordered 


his deportation,

LAWYER W AS. A v 1 T IM. 


Lawyers are supposed to be a match 
for crooks, but one member of the 
profession who has acquired a repu- 
tation as a police court solicitor in 
the city admitted yesterday afternoon 
tnat he had veen victimized by a manu 
who was dismissec on a charge of 
false pretences a few days ago. 

The story as told to the Bulletin by 
the lawyer, who was the victim, is as 
follows: The accused went to him ask- 
ing that he conduct his defence.

$325. He figured that his client would 
be committed for trial, and this would 
cover fees for both courts. Whether 
the promise of payment of the bill 
made the attorney more eloquent or 
not at the preliminary hearing, is not 
known.

DIVORCE DEBATE 


in ae Divorce 


The’firat semi-final debate last night 
in the first séries of the Y M.C.A. de- 
bates resulted in a victory for the 


Divorce Courts, Mr. Trickey’s team 
having won by a small margin. A, F, 
wing, K.C., M.P.P., and donor of 
the league cup, acted as judge. His re- 
inarks consisted in advice to inexperi- 
eneed debaters and a very fair criti- 
cism of the arguments put forth by 
the speakers, The boys, all cognizant 
ot Mr. Ewing's ability and his own 
prowess as a debater learned a great 
deal of the art of public speaking. 

Messrs. Eakins and Drysdale for the 
wfirmative on the resolution “Resolv- 
ed that the provincial courts should 
have jurisdiction in actions of di- 
verce” put forth as their chief argu- 
ments the following points: (1) The 
senate being the only divorce tribunal 
in this country there was great ex- 
pense entailed in securing the special 
act of parliament; the poorer — liti- 
gants were left without a remedy; (2) 
the great and fatal delays of the pro- 
cedure as it is; (3) there would be 
less publicity and more promptness 
were the provincial courts 
with this jurisdiction; (4) the success 
of the English system in which coun- 
iry this question is in the hands of the 
judges as any other dispute between 
husband and wife. 

Arguments Against Courts. 

Messrs. Postill and A. R. Cameron 
argued that a divorce in the first in- 
stance was a bad thing all around and 
that if the way to it were made easier 
so much the worse for society; (2) 
they referred to the chaos of the 
States where each state has a divorce 
law of its own, and the injustice that 
is thereby done; (3) in the alterna- 
tive they sug, ested that there be con- 
stituted a divorce commission similar 
to the railway commission having a 
national jurisdiction, whereby the 
law on the subject could be enforced 
uniformly throughout the country. 
The great difficulty in the United 
States owing to the varying condition 
of this branch of law in different 
states was also emphasized. 

The affirmative replied that in Can- 
ada this situation was impossible be- 
cause under the British North Amer- 
ica Act, 1867, the whole subject of di- 
vorce is exclusively reserved to the 
federal parliament and therefore the 
provincial courts would be merely en- 
forcing the federal laws, and not in 
any way whatsoever the law of a piar- 


ticular province. Uniformity would 
thereby be secured to the whole of 
Canada,
